ROBBER GANG OPENS 8TORE 
TO SELL STOLEN JEWELS 


BERLIN—-Ingenious 
thieves 
ran 
sacked the palatial home of Baron von 
Plessen in Berlin recently, and so suc­ 
cessful was their one night’s 
work 
that a dummy jewelry store was opan 
a few days afterward to *id in di» 
posing of the stolen goods to 
selected customers. Among the pre 
clous stones obtained by the robbers 
was a 250 carat acquamarine, said to 
be one of the most valuable in all Eu 
rope. The stone came originally from 
Russia, and at various times has been 
In possession of European royal fam­ 
ilies. 
The plans to rob this dwelling were 
carefully laid, detectives nay, and the 
gang consisted of 18 or 20 men and 
three or four women. They planned 
the job for months. Confederates pos 
ing as servants were installed in the 
house, and the leader of the robbers 
knew the habits of every member of 
the family; in what bank each person 
kept hi* account, where their jewels 
were locked, and other intimate de­ 
tails. 
Besides the aquamarine, ‘he stolen 
goods consisted of precious 
stones 
gold and silver serving sets, much jew­ 
elry, furs and bit» of antique ivory 
nieces, china, gl&ssware, and other 
valuable household and personal ef 
feeta., Several members of the gang 
posed aa jewelers after the theft and 
rented an office ia a down town build­ 
ing where prospective customers were 
taken privately to view the goods for 
sale. Among the prospective buyers 
was Prince Konrad, of Bavaria, who 
became suspicious of the jewelry shop 
and the actions of the supposed pro 
prietors. He reported his suspicions 
to the police with the result that most 
of the gang was arrested, and much of 
the stolen property recovered.

He fixes the discovery 
of America by the Indian at more than 
20,000 years ago. Explaining his be­ 
lief that the Indians went directly to 
Alaska across the Bering Sea, instead 
of over the chain of Aleutian islands 
at a time when the islands may have 
been an isthmus connecting the two 
continents, he says: <

“From a long strip of Siberian caast 
the, Alaskan shore is in plain eight 
acnoss Bering Strait, which at one 
point is only 50 miles in Width. The 
two small Diomede islands also help 
to break the passage. a This strip of 
water at times is frozen over and could 
have been crossed either on the ice 
or ¡in boats which were made by the 
Indiana even at the earliest times.” 
Mr. Harrington,discount» the theory 
advanced by some anthropologists that¡ 
the Indians migrated from the Polyr 
nesian islands. 
“From my studies of the Indian 
races of the Pacific Coast I believe 
that the Indians, after crossing from 
Alaska down the Pacific Coast and 
thence over all North and South Amer­ 
ica.
